of Liberty still holds aloft its torch 
of freedom —lighting the port of |

There is nothing news-worthy in| 
that statement, you may remark; 
the Statue of Liberty has been there 
ever since we can remember. This is 
the United States of America! 

But the subject can’t be dismissed 
that easily. Finland was a democracy 
—a splendid, progressive democracy 
—just a few months ago. Denmark 
has a peaceful, inoffensive nation, 
troubling no one and untroubled by 
others, for many generations. In 
Holland, when disaster came, the 
fields were laden with the beauty 
of tulip-time, just as they had been 
in years before. And Belgium, rav- 
ished in the World War of 20 years 
ago, had done nothing to invite a 
new attack on her liberties, but Bel- 
gium, today, is the puppet state of 
Nazi Germany; her farmers work- 
ing to feed those who despoiled 
them, 

True, Hitleps“legions—and, in the 
case_9 Mland, Stalin’s commun- 

comrades—blew out the torch of 
liberty in those countries. And there 
is at least no immediate likelihood, 
so far as we know, that either Hit- 
ler or Stalin is planning a frontal 
attack on America. Equally true, the 
United States is at last aroused and 
is preparing her national defense, 
so that if and when the totalitarian 
powers launch a blitzkrieg against 
us, we shall be able to match planes 
with planes, and tanks with tanks. 
But the war-stricken countries of 
Europe had been “softened up,” long 
before they were invaded, by the 
treachery and poisonous propagan- ! 
da; by an easy tolerance of “isms” 
and vicious termites, which weak- 
ened their foundations—and made | 
them an easy prey to the invad- 
er. 

The United States has been 
“softened up,” too; California has 
been “softened up;” our whole ec- 
onomic and social system has been 
under constant attack for more than 
a decade. And it is time that we 
stopped deluding ourselves, admit- 
ted the worst, and made prepara- 
tions to see that it doesn’t happen 
again—for this country, not yet 
through its crisis of desperation, is 
now entering on a new crisis; a per- 
iod of national emergency, in which 
billions will be spent for defense, : 
and in which other billions may be 
wasted by power-drunk, bureaucrat- 
ic officials, unless the American

A German army of 1,500,000 men,

,Zer divisions, smashed forward to- 
| day on a 210 mile front across 
France and pushed a spearhead to 
within 35 miles of Paris. 

Everywhere the French fought 
| back wth utmost tenacity. The 
British sent in fresh troops—how 
many was not stated — and the 
French high command reported 
simply: 

“From the sea to the Argonne the 
battle continues more and more vi- 
olently.” 

The Germans were advancing. 
In the west they were across the 
Seine at two points; an armored 
column of several hundred tanks 
had driven to Gisors, 35 miles to 
the northwest of Paris; in the cen- 
ter they were at Beauvais; in the 
east they were across the Aisne and 
driving strongly for the valley of 
the Marne in the region of Reims. 

No official announcement was 
made but it was indicated that 
many departments of the French 
government were evacuating Paris.

But the economic depression, 
which started in 1929, and which 
still endures, has been used as an 
excuse for the most unbridled, un- 
warranted era of governmental ex- 
travagance in America’s history. 
Because farmers and business men, 
home owners and workers, were 
stirred by the plight of their less

fortunate countrymen, and were 
willing to give until it hurt, con- 
scienceless politicians played pol- 


itics with human misery and spent 
money like drunken sailors—at a 
ration of ten cents for the needy, 
and 90 cents for the greedy. And the 
present threat of war—the present 
admitted need for national prepar- 
edness—may again be used as an 
excuse for a new period of squan- 
dermania and governmental usurp- 
ation of the rights and privileges 
of the individual, unless the people 
who still believe in liberty think 
enough of it to crack down on every 
bureaucrat who seeks to abridge it.
